chamber. Close behind him trod the
man he soon would kill. His hands
awung at his side easily, save when,
as though in some embarrassment, he
stroked his brown full beard and mus-
tache as he confronted the white, ex-
peotant faces of the twentyfive mon
who, besides the warden, woald soon
see lnm die,

Mr. Duarston placed a plain wooden-
bottomed chair direatly in frout of the
other and different chair and bade
Kemmlor sit npon it. He obeyed
readily, There was no uneasiness
about his movements. 1le seated him-
self leisurely, There was no nervous
tension apparent; indeed, not nearly so
